| is in process of a development which 


will immediately provide 6000 new 
homes. The plans include homes of 
all types, ranging from subdivision 
tract howses to lovely estate ranch 
homes. Also included in these plans 
are modern shopping centers, con- 
veniently located schools and church- 
es, beautiful parks and _ boulevards, 
making this one of the most desired 
residential areas in California. 

To give some idea of the phenom- 
enal growth of this area: in 1950, No- 
vato was a small community of ap- 
proximately 3,000. By 1955, the pop- 
ulation had increased to 14,000. The 
area has not as yet incorporated as a 
city. As new tracts are opened and de- 
velopment is being carried on, pres- 
ent figures indicate that in the near 
future the population of this area will 
reach 160,000.

DISGRACE OR CHALLENGE?

“What are you doing stuck way out 
here in the sticks?” 

These were the words of a friend 
to my wife a few months ago. The 
comment is typical of many that we 
hear from time to time. It expresses 
a point of view that is all too common 
in this social conscious society in 
which we live. 

We are “out in the sticks” because 
we feel that God wants us to be. This 
is our fourth pastorate but only our 
second pioneering effort. Previously 
we had pioneered a small work in 
Oregon. When we came to that 
church they were running 10 to 12 in 
Sunday School, they had no property, 
and they were behind on the rent in 
the building they were using. The 
Lord prospered us there with lumber 
donations and gave us a choice piece 
of land and so we were able to com- 
plete a church building and leave an 
. established work. 

When we came to Canby about a 
year ago they were still working hard 
to get established. The folk were

holding services in a fast rotting tent 
which had seen over four years of 
continuous use and was sure not to 
hold together for another winter. The 
pastor who had started the work had 
broken his back and was unable to 
serve. God prospered us here and 
within six months we were in our own 
building. Though it is yet unfinished, 
we are grateful to God for such as 
we have. 

We do not feel ourselves hard done 
by. Many pioneers have had greater 
obstacles than we. Many have come 
to a town where previous workers 
had made a bad name and it was a 
long slow struggle to overcome the 
resentment of the people. 

When Jesus came to the woman at 
the well he did not come with glam- 
our and self-esteem but rather, hum- 
bly made himself on her social speak- 
ing level. He knew the value of the 
soul for he placed one soul at more 
value than the whole world. Surely it 
thrills the Home Missions worker to 
think that every soul in his small town

is worth more than the whole world. 

Several people have come in these 
last two pastorates and asked, “What 
do you hope to gain by coming out 
Hee fhishieiod have to do secular 
work to keep going. Who is going 
to pay you for all your labor?” My 
simple reply is, “If I could work all 
of my waking hours the rest of my 
life on earth for the Kingdom of God 
I could still never repay what God 
has done for me.” 

People in these communities do not 
ask for merely a good preacher. The 
Bible they are looking for most is the 
humble servant of God who will live 
a Christian life among them. In these 
communities one person wholly con- 
secrated to God can do more by his 
life to win souls than a thousand fine 
sermons by radio and T,. V. or other 
modern methods. Though these ave- 
nues of the Gospel are excellent they 
are largely dependent on someone's 
personal testimony to make the truth 
alive to the people. 

There are no secrets in a small com- 
munity. The true character of a min- 
ister is laid out as an open book. There 
is no such thing in a small town as 
continually fooling the people with 
words and living a corrupt life in se- 
cret. 

It is a tragedy that hundreds of 
people. called to the ministry sit idle 
in our larger churches waiting for 
something big in church work. So 
many are unwilling to be of humble 
service where they are needed but 
prefer to remain in a big church keep- 
ing the pastor nervous wondering 
what they will stir up next. The peo- 
ple of small towns are of vital impor- 
tance and ought not to be bypassed 
by those who consider the big city as 
worthy of their ministry. 

It is far from a disgrace to go to 
the ends of the earth to preach the 
living Gospel to those in need. Jesus 
walked among the lowly and needy. 
Perhaps the very highest caliber of 
Christianity is required to give us 
grace to minister in these out of the 
way places. 

Every large church had a begin- 
ning. Someone had to go and labour 
under adverse circumstances to bring 
to life every work of the Lord which 
we have today. Certainly it is no dis- 
grace to labor in Home Missions. 
Instead it is one of the most heart- 
warming and inspiring challenges 
which God can bestow to his servants 
today. May more and more of our 
brethren put their hands to this 
worthy labor and take their place as 
peo would have them in His King-

To the Christian it is Jan- 
uary. The beginning of 1957 marks 
another milestone along the way to 
glory.

As we look back over the year that is 
gone, there are doubtiess some things 
cause us grief and sorrow of heart,— 
mistakes, errors of judgment, blunder 
and failure.

If there is anything that cheers the 
heart of a believer it is to know that 
there is grace sufficient to cover all 
his shortcomings, and his failures. It 
is still true that “the blood of Jesus 
Christ, God’s Son, cleanses us from 
all sin.” 

Every mistake, error, and blunder 
can, by the grace of God, become a 
stepping stone to help us in achieving 
“unto a perfect man, unto the meas- 
ure of the stature of the fulness of 
Christ.” 

As we review the year that is past, 
there is much to encourage us. Surely 
there have been victories achieved, 
battles won, and ground taken for the 
Lord during 1956. If we look care- 
fully enough, we will find that the 
mysterious work of the Spirit has 
been going on in our heart and there 
has been improvement, growth and a 
certain degree of spiritual maturity 
achieved in our lives as Christains. 
Doubtless, many of us have found a 
deeper place in God, a greater de- 
votion to Christ, and the realization 
that this year has brought us to “high- 
er ground” in Christian experience. 

One of the great writers has point- 
ed out the fact that Paul was vic- 
torious, not because he won every bat- 
tle he fought, but because his victories 
were more numerous than his defeats.

Turning now from the subjective 
aspect of our topic, let us look objec- 
tively at some of the things we have 
for which to be truly grateful as we 
leave the old year and approach 1957. 
We have every reason to give God 
thanks for the growth and develop- 
ment of our Assemblies of God fel- 
lowship. I quote from “Action Mag- 
azine,” November 15, 1956, “The As- 
semblies of God, with national head- 
quarters in Springfield, Missouri, 
ranks ninth in church size out of 258 
denominations, as reported in the 
1957 volume of the Yearbook of Amer- 
ican Churches. Work of this Pente- 
costal church began 42 years ago and 
has mushroomed into one of the fast- 
est growing denominations in the

world. Membership of the Assem- 
blies of God has shown a 65 per cent 
gain with the past ten years. Churches 
of the denomination number 7,840 in 
the U.S.A. and some 4,188 abroad.” 


It is estimated by our headquar- 
ters brethren that our Assemblies of 
God constituency is-very near the one 
million mark; perhaps even more. 
Since all our churches do not have a 
membership roster, it is difficult to be 
precise in regard to the exact number 
of our people. 

We are blessed, according to Bro. 
Suter, our District Sunday School rep- 
resentative, with a membership in our 
Assemblies of God Sunday Schools of 
approximately 34,000 in our Northern 
California and Nevada district. Our 
Sunday School enrollment nationally, 
now numbers 814,000. 


Educationally, we have nine splen- 
did Bible colleges in which we have 
hundreds of our splendid youth en- 
rolled, preparing themselves for every 
phase of christian service. The open- 
ing of Evangel College, a liberal arts 
institution, is meeting a long felt need 
in Our movement. 

Every Christ's Ambassadors con- 
vention the writer attends reminds 
him that our youth are still aflame 
with the love of God, and consecration 
and dedication are not wanting when 
a worthy challenge is presented to 
the youth of our day, 

From the spiritual standpoint, we 
have much to encourage us. Reports 
are constantly reaching us of souls 
being saved, believers being filled 
with the Holy Spirit, sick bodies be- 
ing healed, and demons cast out in a 
glorious Pentecostal ministry of divine 
deliverance. These things are hap- 
pening within our Assembly of God 
fellowship, in our churches, our con- 
ventions, and our camp .meetings 
Surely these facts are cause for glad 
giving of thanks. In the words of 
Scripture, as we leave the year 1956, 
we are constrained to say, “what hath 
God wrought!” 

And now, what of the future? What 
are the prospects? In the words of 
a famous missionary, “the prospects 
are as bright as the promises of God.” 
Doors of opportunity for service are 
open on every hand. Potential doors 
of service are abundant. When we 
consider that there has been a 40 per

Report On Greece 


An eyewitness account by our own District 
worker on 2 round-the-world tour. 


GREECE, a penisula bordered on the 
west and on the south. by the Mediter- 
ranean Sea and on the east by the 
Aegean Sea, is still in need of the 
Gospel as it was two thousand ye ars 
ago when the Apostle Paul heard the 
Macedonian call for help, Greece has 
a population of seven million souls 
with a religion that has the form of 
godliness but denies the saving power 
of the Blood of Jesus Christ. Once a 
week, they make their way to the 
temples to kiss the icons, which are 
pictures of the saints. In doing this, 
they feel that it will soften God’s 
judgment toward them for their sins. 

Greece is a country which is poor 
in natural resources, rocky hills and 
sandy deserts. Wheat and _ tobacco 
are the chief products of the land. 
There is great illiteracy in the villages, 
but modern schools with keen, eager 
students. are to be found in the larger 
cities: such as Athens and Corinth. 

Seven per cent of the total popula- 
tion lean toward Communism, ninety- 
three profess to be members of the 
Greek Orthodox Church. 

The Full Gospel work in Athens 
was begun many years ago by Bro. 
Harry Mamalis, a graduate of one of 
our Assemblies of God Bible Schools. 
After much persecution, he was able 
to gather a small group of believers 
together in his home. God began to 
bless and the group increased in 
number until it was necessary to 
build a church. This structure was 
built on the property of a Church of 
God man, who later, decided to work 
in harmony with the organization and 
teachings of the Church of God 
movement in America. 

This event made it necessary to ac- 
quire a new place of worship for the 
Pentecostal group of believers. They 
moved to a room on the third story 
of an old store building. Despite the 
many obstacles which have crossed 
their path of progress, a fine Assem- 


of a store building. By faith they are 
now launching out in a building pro- 
gram.

PRESIDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 


Delivered at the Fall C. A. Convention 


Before getting into the meat of my 
message for you today, I would like 
to ask you to grant me the indulgence 
of a few brief words that are very 
personal and very, very sincere. 

In taking a backward look upon the 
last two years of my life, I can recall 
a wonderfully exciting ministry that 
has held very few disappointments 
and a generous amount of joy. Until 
the day you elected me vice-president 
four years ago, it had never occurred 
to me that I would ever be chosen to 
serve as your president, and until the 
day you elected me president two 
years ago, I was never able to serious- 
ly imagine myself in this office. But 
somehow, under God’s direction, you 
felt led to ask me, by your votes, to 
fill the office and today I assure you 
that I will forever be indebted to you 
and to God. 

Please understand me when I say 
that the honor of this position is not 
nearly as valuable as has been the 
limitless opportunities afforded me. 
“Honor is a good word but should be 
used by all of us with caution to avoid 
lifting one person up beyond what he 
really is before God. If we want to 
give honor, we would do well to join 
with Paul the Apostle who said “Now 
unto the King eternal, immortal, in- 
visible, the only wise God, be honour 
and glory for ever and ever. Amen.” 
The honor, however, as such, I have 
greatly appreciated and held sacred 
but beyond all that, I thank you to- 
day for giving me this wonderful out- 
let for my ministry. I have leved my 
work and I have loved you. What 
the future holds for me is now in the 
hands of God, but this quick glance 
into the past two years of my life is 
heart-warming and I felt I wanted to 
share my innermost feelings with you 
today. 

Now to my message. I am happy 
to report that there has been a most 
gratifying awakening on the home 
front to the various C. A. sponsored 
activities, This is vitally important 
in that all our efforts are contingent 
upon a healthy active C. A. organiza- 
tion in every church. If charity be- 
gins at home, so does a successful dis- 
trict C. A. program. 

Our Youth Camps were filled and 
running over this past year with C.A.’s 
from every part of the district, and 
there is already an active interest in 
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next year’s camps in many areas of the 
district. As you know, in addition to 
our regularly scheduled camps in San- 
ta Cruz, Mineral, and Eureka, we had 
a new camp at Clear Lake which was 
very successful. It is superfluous to 
say that the camps were bigger and 
better than ever before, but it is a 
fact that our total registrations out- 
numbered all previous years. The 
spiritual blessings were as wonderful 
as ever, and we do rejoice for the won- 
derful times we had at our camps this 
year. 

Speed-the-Light has again met with 
keen interest. It is too early in the 
year to give any final figures about 
total giving, but it has been substan- 
tial. We are afraid that our giving 
will fail short of last year’s, but that is 
due to some groups taking on non- 
C.A. projects that do not receive cred- 
it. This we cannot encourage, but we 
do know that the money given on 
these projects was given to worthy 
causes, and we readily accept that 
receiving credit is not always the most 
important benefit of our giving. A 


very encouraging aspect in our Speed- 
the Tis program this year has been 
a much wider representation in giying 
from the local groups. 

We thank God for a steady growth 
of our Christ’s Ambassador constitu- 
uency as new groups are being added 
from time to time. These new groups 
are surely a blessing to us and we 
trust that the C. A. Department has 
been, and shall continue to be, a 
blessing to them. 

Finally, I report gratifying progress 
in one of the most important aspects 
of our whole program, the finances. 
The number of our regular supporting 
groups has grown to % of our total 
constituency, and because of this, we 
are now approaching solvency for the 
first time in a long-long time. Again 
I would like to diverge from my text 
for a few personal words. I don't say 
this apologetically at all, but due to 
the seriousness of the matter, I want 
to speak strongly. My thought con- 
cerns the remaining %, and until re- 
cent months a far greater percentage 
than that, of non-supporting organized 
groups. I have never known nor 
heard of an organization where % of 
the constituency paid all the bills 
while the other % received equal bene- 
fits and enjoyed all the provided privi- 
leges. Beyond a shadow of doubt, not

cent increase in the population of

FoR CENTURIES CHILE WAS DOMIN- 
ated by Spain and Rome. Its history 
is one of treachery, ‘civil strife and 
bloodshed. A little over one hundred 
years ago when the first missionaries 
made application for service to this 
land, they were refused as everi at that 
late date South America was not con- 
sidered a mission field. 

Not being a land of cannibals nor 
one infested with poisonous snakes, 
even today it is difficult to convince 
folks that they should get ‘missionary- 
minded’ as to the land of Chile, S. A. 
There are nearly 7 million inhabitants 
with only five Assembly of God mis- 
sionary couples; 14 national pastors; 
21 Sunday School out-stations, and a 
Bible School. The need is great. 
Rome’s power is weakening and today 
Chile is wide open to the gospel. 

For the past 5 years it has been our 
happy privilege to labor in Valdivia. 
This city is the gospel center nearest 
the south pole of all our missionary 
activities. One of the great joys in 
our life as a missionary in this isolat- 
ed area is when we receive a notice 
in our mail box that there is a pack- 
age for us. After signing for it, sight 
unseen, it takes two or three weeks 
before the second notice arrives. This 
means that it is now time to begin 
the red tape of getting the box through 
customs and in another couple weeks 
perhaps, all the papers are duly sign- 
ed and stamped. Then we pay the 
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duty and take our package home. 
Happy day! It’s a great deal of fun 
to have Christmas in March or even 
in July! 

The various W.M.C. groups who 
have remembered us have been so 
thoughtful of every minor detail. 
There have been sufficient articles so 
that we have been able to help our 
national pastors. One year at Christ- 
mas time the funds were low and the 
problem was what to get the Sunday 
School children. Most of them have 


no gifts except those they receive in 
our Sunday School. This particular

year there was an abundant supply 
of embroidered dish towels so a bril- 
liant idea was formed in-our minds.

Generous Church Members 

In the past year, giving to churches 
by Americans increased 11 percent 
over the previous year. Upwards of 
one-third of all money given went in- 
to building programs. Highest per 
member giving for all purposes was 
recorded by the Seventh Day Advent- 
ists with $194.12. The Free Methodist 
followed closely with $193.45. Nine 
other denominations also recorded 
total annual giving of over $100 per 
member. These are: Wesleyan Meth- 
odist, Evangelical Free, Evangelical 
Mission Covenant, Brethren in 
Christ Church of the Nazarene, Or- 
thodox Presbyterian, Friends, Confer- 
ence of Evangelical Mennonites, and

Hollywood Producer Tells How 
To Find Happiness In Prayer 

At 75, Cecil B. DeMille is sure he 
knows the best way to find happiness. 

“Let the divine mind flow through 
your own mind and you will be hap- 
pier,” he said. 

“I have found the greatest power 
in the world is the power of prayer. 
There is no shadow of doubt of that. 
I speak from my own experience.” 

In the twilight of a fabulous career 
the silver haired producer has emerg- 
ed triumphant from a four year strug- 
gle to create the most expensive mo- 
tion picture ever made, The Ten 
Commandments, It is the story of 
Moses, whom DeMille regards as the 
greatest human of all time. He says 
he actually began preparing for this 
film in childhood. 

“The idea began more than 70 
years ago when my father and moth- 
er every night read us children a 
chapter of history,” he recalled. 

“The Bible characters became as 
real to us as comic book figures are 
to children today. The nation lost a 
good deal when the Bible was taken 
out of the schools. It used to be read 
in schools when I was a boy and I 


still think it should be.” 
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Our Aging Population 

At the present time the proportion 
of 65 or older in the population of the 
U. S. is 8.6 percent, or about one in 
twelve of the entire population. In 
1900 fewer than half as many Ameri- 
cans per capita were in this age group. 
Statisticians forsee a continued, rapid 
growth of our aged population. The 
Bureau of Census. estimates predict 
that by 1975 people at ages 65 and 
over will number about 20% million, 
or nearly 6% million more than at 
present. 


Colombian Persecution 

A new wave of persecution of evan- 
gelical Protestant believers has recent- 
ly swept over parts of Colombia and 
the situation calls for earnest prayer. 
Recent actions have included: the 
closing of over 40 evangelical 
churches, the closing of all evangel- 
ical primary schools, and the prohibit- 
ing of the preaching of the Gospel 
and all activity of American mission- 
aries in most of the land. In three 
weeks eight evangelical workers were 
murdered and thousands have been 
left homeless.

Books From the Communist 
World 

It is estimated that last year 2 mil- 
lion publications from Communist 
countries entered the U.S. The range 
of these publications is extensive: 
some of it is strictly cultural without 
any propaganda, but a great deal sells 
the Communist line and takes sharp 
raps against the U.S. Their biggest 
foreign agents are the Four Continent 
Book Corporation and Imported Pub- 
lications and Products in New York.
